CROWD OF 40,000 


Khushchev’s audience Tuesday 
was a crowd of about 40,000— 
many of them obviously unenthu- 
siastic save for a group sitting in 
the covered stands behind the 
speaker’s platform. The site was 
the soccer stadium of Tatabanya. 
The town was one of the last rebel 
strongholds to fall in 1956. 

The barnstorming »Soviet boss 
again advised the West to keep

“If the enemies of the working 
class of provocateurs try to make 
a putsch or a counterrevolution 
in any socialist country’’ he said 
“I tell: them from here that all 
the socialist countries and the 
forces of the U.S.S.R. are ready 
at any moment to unite and give 
their help and a well-deserved an- 
swer to provocations. . 

“Capitalists can sleep quietly as 
long as the workers in their own 
countries will let them.

The right to vote remains a cherished 
right despite the new obstacles placed 
in the way by the unwieldy workings of 
the cumbersome voter registration law 
which went into operation Monday. 

Although the process of qualifying has 
been slowed, it still behooves every citizen 
who is not on the list of voters to reg- 
ister right away. 

The deadline for qualifying is May 3. 
There is a minimum of delay now but the 
longer you wait, the longer will be the 
lines. The one-at-a-time basis for exam- 
ining applicants makes it virtuaHy im- 
possible for boards of registrars to handle 
a last-day rush of prospective voters. 

In Fulton, DeKalb and possibly some 


other counties, provisions have been set 
up whereby only one trip will be required 
to apply and qualify. But the important 
thing is to do it immediately. 

Representative government is de- 
pendent upon a representative turnout at 
the polls. Georgia traditionally has had 
government by the few instead of the 
majority. An aroused citizenry that will 
take the time to make its voice heard at 
the ballot box can accomplish wonders 
toward upgrading the caliber of govern- 
ment in the state.

The Farris Committee, set 
aldermanic board to study the de- 
partment with Ald. Milton Farris as 
chairman, has rendered its report. It is 
constructive and the conclusion could be 
used with great profit by Chief Jenkins 
and the police committee as guides in 
improving the department. 

The committee severely took to task 
police officers “who frequented known 
lottery headquarters” as well as their su- 
pervisory officers. It placed responsibility 
for detecting and correcting. such con- 
ditions upon the lieutenant in charge of 
the territory and up to the chief himself, 

There is good logic, too, in the 
gestion that the policy of automatic rein- 
statement of officers after acquittal on 
criminal charges might be wrong. In the 
police scandals last year, we have seen 
that a few can bring discredit upon an en- 
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tire organization. The department itself 
should determine through its own inves- 


tigation fitness to serve in such Cases. 

Chief Jenkins recently has undertaken 
a move to decentralize some of the au- 
thority over policemen previously held 
exclusively by himself. Department chiefs 
will be responsible for the men working 
under them. He also has set up a depart- 
ment disciplinary board to make recom- 
mendations. These moves in an agency as 
large as the Atlanta Police Department 
should make for better administration. 

Some decentralization to the 
chief of much detail has been a principal 
recommendation of those who have 
studied the department's operations. 

The Farris Committee worked a long 
time in preparing this report. It cannot 
be brushed aside lightly by the city ad- 
ministration or the public.

Aid Progra m 


WASHINGTON—An inquisitive young fresh- 
man congressman from Georgia may have put 
his finger on one of the real reasons why the 


administration’s foreign aid program is in trouble on Capitol Hill. It 


is—in the opinion of Rep. Erwin Mitchell—government secrecy. 


Mitchell first came here last . 


When 


January he had an open mind on the 


controversial mutual security program. 


He began a diligent effort to get 
all the facts he could so he could 
vote intelligently on it after the 
Easter recess. 

But the Dalton lawmaker, in his 


quest for kno ledge, has been 
frustrated by bureaucrats. They 
tell him that much of the infor- 


mation he wants is ‘“‘classified.’’ 

Mitchell hears President Ejisen- 
hower and others declare a four- 
billion-dollar aid program is es- 
sential to the survival of the free 
world. Yet here is a member of 
Congress who might very well 
vote for the program but who 
cannot get the details. If a con- 
gressman can’t, who can? 

“The general public and the 
Congress are not provided by the 
government with sufficient, perti- 
nent information concerning the 
administration of this program to 
enable one to reach an intelligent 
conclusion as to its effective- 
ness,"" Mitchell concluded last 
week. 

“The data is not available since 
the government has seen fit to 
classify it as secret... . 

“We are told that this informa- 
tion must be kept guarded—not 
from the Communists—but from 
our allies who receive this aid. 

. That so long as our friends 
are in the dark about what each 
receives, they will be satisfied 
and continue to be our friends, 

“This is an extraordinary rea- 


son why the American people are 
denied the comprehensive knowl- 
edge necessary to an intelligent 
appraisal of our overseas aid pro- 
gram,"’ Mitchell declares. 

“Certainly if there is danger 
that our unrestricted gifts may 
turn our friends against us, it is 
time we questioned the effective- 
ness of the program. 

“It has been the time-honored 
philosophy of our democracy,” 
the Georgian adds, “‘that we have 
a free flow of information from 
government to citizen. But now 
the taxpayers are asked to pay 
nearly four billion dollars for an 
unnecessarily closely guarded se- 
cret.’”’ 

With the nation beset by unem- 
ployment, inflation, high taxes 
and deficit spending, Mitchell 
said, ‘It is no time for the Amer- 
ican people or the Congress to ac- 
cept in blind faith the administra- 
tion's foreign aid proposal. 

“Now is the time to take this 
program gut of its hiding place 
so we can take a thorough look 
at it,’” he reported to his constit- 
uenis, 

“If it is wasteful, extravagant 
and of no value, we should dis- 
card it. But if it is vital, effect- 
ive and essential to the preserva- 
tion of our freedom, then the 
American people will stand ready 
to bear the burden, however 
heavy it may be.”

You contact the wife, in a far 
corner of the county. The two 
children have high fever. There 
is no money to pay transporta- 
tion costs to a hospital.

Although the husband has been 
in uniform about 14 years, the 
wife knows little or nothing of 
Red Cross services.

Walketh—standeth—sitteth. 


Those are the 
verbs used in the first Psalm to describe the 
life of the ungodly person. You can tell a lot 


about a person by the way he walks. Some saunter along with no 
place to go and no hurry to get there. Some shuffle along bowed and 
weighted down by the burdens and defeats of life. 


Certain people walk with a 
strong, determined step, giving 
evidence of having somewhere to 
go, of possessing goals and pur- 
poses. 

You can tell a lot about a man 
by noticing with whom he walks.

But there is a positive side. The 
one who refuses to walk in the 
paths of the ungodly finds life to 
be very different.

Let us 
stop there for a moment. Every 
normal person wants happiness 
in this life, but we have different 
ideas as to what makes one hap- 
py. Many people turn from re.

Robert Kerr of 
Oklahoma is a partner in an oil 
firm and while: he’s for cheap- 
er money and lower taxes, he is 
certainly for keeping the ‘‘wast- 
ing asset’ deduction.

ord as he might have to approach 
a judge? 

The Harris committee ought to 
be considered guilty — guilty of 
“neglect of duty’? — until it acts 
to find out whether senators. and 
congressmen‘ have brought im- 
proper pressure upon the agencies 
it is supposedly investigating.

Handwriting Expert Says

A handwriting expert for the State Crime Lab-| 


oratory testified Tuesday that tests of Fulton Civil Court 
records showed figures had been erased from them and 
lower ones substituted in their places. 


The testimony came from Mrs. 
Mary Beacom in Fulton Superior 
Court during the second day of 
the trial of Raymond C. Bowden. 
former deputy marshal jointly 
charged with former chief dep 
uty marshal T. A. Poole with 10 
counts of altering and falsifying 
records, 

Mrs. Beacom ‘testified that in 
her opinion all the handwriting on 
the records compared with Bow- 
den’s handwriting specimens and 
was done by him. 

She said some of the erased 
figures showed up under 
violet light and ‘‘various kinds of 
magnification and infra-red proc- 
esses.”’ 

HANDWRITING TESTIMONY 

Testifying about the first count 
of the infictment, Mrs. Beacom 
sand Bowden had written the 
name and address of a J. V 
Smith and the figures $47. 

A James S. Smith of 996 Wash- 
ington St., SW, said Monday he 
was the party named in this 
count and that he purchased a lot 
of furniture for $67. 

The indictment on which Bow- 
den is being tried charges that 
after selling repossessed property 
on court orders, Bowden and Poole 
allegedly erased the correct 
amount they received for items 
and substituted figures of lesser 
amounts. 

On another document listing the 
sale of a wrist watch to a Mrs. 
Ola Thompson. Mrs. Beacom said 
she found the impression of the 
figure $12 near where the figure 
$7 had been substituted. 

Mrs. Thompson, testifving ear- 
lier in the trial, said she bought a 
watch at the sales on Feb. 4. 
1957, and paid $12 plus tax for it.

SEC 


By LESLIE GOULD 


The new chairman of the SeEC—Edward N. Gads- 
by—is plumping for passage of the Fulbright bill. This 
bill would bring many unlisted companies under all 
the provisions of the SEC law. These are companies 
with securities traded in the over-the-counter market. 

Atl companies with $10 million in assets and 1,000 or more 
shareowners under the bill would he forced to meet all the pro- 
visions and red tape now required of listed companies 

The SEC estimates there are 633 companies which would be 
affected by the Fulbright bil! 

The actual number would only 253, for of 
the 633 with $10 million or more assets and 1,000 
or more shareowners 380 are now filing periodic 
financial reports with the SEC, as are now re- 
quired from listed companies. 

There are 6,000 equity securities now quoted 
in the over-the-counter market, so the bill would 
actually apply completely to less than 5 per cent 
of the unlisted companies with publicly held 
securities.

Great Sweet Grass Oils which went from $4.50 to 24 cents. 

The first three ‘“‘accidents’’ happened on the New York Stock 
Exchange. The last three on the American Stock Exchange. 

Gadsby doesn’t know where the SEC was in any of these 
situations. Out to lunch, probably, for the investors got no pro- 
tection. These are just situations that come quickly to mind. 
There are others. 

One of his clinchers is that the investor confidence he claims 
is generated by the SEC as to listed securities has a possible 
relationship to “increasing investor gullibility apparently reflected 
in the renewed success of the ‘boiler room’ technique.” 

Investors around the country have lost millions of dollars in 
sales to them of worthless and near worthless securities by the 
high pressure telephone salesmen of the ‘‘boiler shops.”’ 

The “boiler room” gyps were and still are peddling this junk 
and it wouldn’t be touched by the Fulbright bill. They are securi- 
ties offerings of $300,000 or less. This stuff flowed through the 
SEC hopper for years. The SEC did nothing about the ‘“‘boiler 
shops” until this column ran a long expose on their operations.

Knew Their Stuff

Fire Chief C. C. (Doc) Styron likes to talk about the old days 
of Atlanta’s Fire department. His memories go back a long way, 
as he will complete 50 years of service with the department on 
May 1. 

One topic which the chief particularly likes to talk about are 
the fire horses in use when he first joined the department in 1908 
and still used as late as 1919, when the last team was retired. 

“My favorites were Dick and Babe,” the chief said. “I was 
fireman at No. 8 company then, and those were some real horses. 


We only used stallions and they weighed 1,300 to 1,400 pounds—real 
horses, I'll tell you.” 


Horses Knew Meaning of Alarm 


Chief Styron told of how the horses knew just about as much 
about answering a fire call as did the firemen. When the alarm 
would ring, a magnetic latch would drop the chains behind 
the horses’ stalls. The big, dapple-gray horses would run over 
and get in the shafts of the fire engine. 


Harness, which was hung from the ceiling, would be dropped 
on the horses, the hames slammed together and caught by a patent 
catch, and the engine was ready to roll. 


“We really looked after those horses,” the chief said. “When 
we'd come back from a fire, cold and wet, we'd always make sure 
the horses were dry and comfortable before we got into dry 
clothes. The horses were so big a tall man would have to reach 
up to curry their backs. There was a lot of horse to wipe down.” 


Babe Was a Fractious Horse 


Training the horses was no easy job. When Doe Styron took 
over the team of Dick and Babe, Dick was friendly and docile, but 
Babe was what Chief Styron called ‘‘fractious.” 

“You've got to be calm around horses. A fractious man will 
wind up with a fractious horse every time. It took me a long 
time to get Babe calmed down and friendly, but I managed it,” 
the chief said. 

Styron said that the big horses could pull equipment to a fire 
at 18 to 20 miles per hour—not as fast as today’s motorized equip- 
ment, but still a good clip for the heavy load they pulled. 

‘‘When we had ice on the streets, we'd have to get the horses 
shod with special shoes with spikes on them,” the chief said. ‘‘The 
blacksmith shop was on the corner of Mitchell and Forsyth, and 
we'd take the teams down and get the spike shoes put on. Then 
when the ice melted, we'd have to take them back for regular 
shoes. There was a lot of maintenance for fire horses.” 

One more fascinating piece of information from Chief Styron’s 
memory: all the fire horses were housebroken!
